Benjamin F. Shively died this after­ 


noon at the Providence Hospital at 


Washington. 
He had been ill for 


several weeks and was unable to at­ 


tend any of the sessions of the pres­ 


ent congress. 


Benjamin F. Shively was born in 


St. Joseph county March 20, 1857. 


He was graduated from the Indiana 


Normal School at ^ alparaiso and lat­ 


er from the University of Michigan. 


He taught school from 1874 to 1880 


after which lie engaged in newspaper 


work. 


In 1884 he was elected represent­ 


ative to fill a vacancy caused by the 


resignation of Major William II. Cal­ 


kins. 
He served three terms in con­ 


gress and in 1892 declined a renomi­ 


nation. 
He was Democratic nominee 


for governor of Indiana in 1896. lie 


received the complimentary vote of 


the Democrats in the general assem­ 


bly for U.S.senator in 1903 and 1905. 


He was elected to the senate in 


January 1909 and re-elected two 


years ago* 
Ambassador Joseph H. 


Shea, of this city, was largely re­ 


sponsible for his election to the U. 


S. Senate. 


F LY IN G COLUMN OF 1,000 
MEN READY FOR BA TTLE 


Persistently Rumored that Company 
of American Troopers Has 
Crossed the Border.

San 
Antonio, Tex., 
March 14.— 
That a flying column of 1,500 Amer­ 
ican troopers under the lightest pos­ 
sible equipment supplied 
with two 
weeks’ rations and plenty of water 
crossed the border today is i n s i s t ­ 
ently declared by men in close touch 
with army circles. 
Actual lighting is 
momentarily expected between this 
Company and Villistas. 
The column is said to have crossed 
the international boundary headed 
south and west of Columbus with the 
intention of drawing a line of United 
States soldiers between Villa and the 
Sierra Marde Mountains, long known 
as a Villa stronghold. 
It is believed 
here that this purpose has already 
been accomplished. 
The lid has been clamped on news 
from the border west of El Paso, it 
was officially announced at General 
Funs ton’s headquarters at Ft. Sam 
Houston today. 
Officer- states that 
General Pershing’s action in seizing 
the telegraph office at Columbus, N. 
M., and placing the wires under strict 
censorship was prompted by the dis­ 
covery that military messages were 
held up for commercial and press 
messages, frequently as long a s ten 
hours.

PEACH CROP M AY BE SH O RT 
ON ACCOUNT OF W EA T H ER 


Growers in Several 
Counties 
Say 
Variable Temperature Has Injured 
Trees— Apple Trees Unhurt. 


Variable winter weather has caused 
some damage to peach trees in several 
fruit-growing counties in Indiana, ac­ 
cording to early investigations by the 
orchardists, but in all districts apple 
trees are said to be in good condition. 
The loss to the peach crop in quantity 
is in most places, expected to be 
overcome to some extent by better 
quality in the fruit than usual. Grow­ 
ers in several counties believe the 
peach trees have not been injured in 
-pile of the unusual 
extremes 
of 
winter temperature, and predict an 
exceptionally good crop if spring 
freezes do not damage the buds. 
Local growers said that they be­ 
lieved some of the trees were injured 
by the cold and several were of the 
opinion that the crop for the present 
year would be cut short. 
Apple 
trees in this county are in excellent 
condition, according to growers. 
Reports received from a few of the 
most important fruit growing coun­ 
ties are generally optimistie, 
even 
where some damage is believed *4o 
have resulted from the winter weath­ 
er. Lawrence county growers say they 
always look for a good crop after 
severe sleet storms, the trees being 
protected and held back in their de­ 
velopment for the spring by the cov­ 
ering of iee. 
Orange county, prob­ 
ably the best peach region of the 
state, reports some damage to the 
orchards, and growers in Washing­ 
ton and Morgan counties also believe 
the peach crop has been injured se­ 
verely.

Mexico City, March 14.—The dan­ 
ger of a break between the United 
States and the Carranza government 
has passed, according to articles in 
the morning 
newspapers, evidently 
inspired by Carranza officials. 


Contract for Removal of Ashes and 
Garbage will be Awarded at 
Meeting Thursday. 


Bids for the removal of ashes and 
garbage for twelve months beginning 
March 1, will be received at the regu­ 
lar meeting of the city council Thurs­ 
day night. 
None 
of 
the bids will 
likely be filed with City Clerk Burk- 
art before Thursday. 
The 
bidders 
will have until 7 :30 o’clock to file 
their proposals. 
Ten specifications were prepared 
by the city clerk and eight of them 
have been distributed. 
The bidders 
have the right to file estimates for 
the removal of ashes or garbage or 
both. 
This means that any bidder 
can file three bids if he so desires. 
The council will probably take action 
on the bids at once because of tin* 
existing emergency that garbage be 
hauled away regularly. 
Since the 
ash removal 
contract 
expired tin* 
street department teams have been 
used in the work. 


In accordance with the new pri­ 
mary law and a call issued by Chair­ 
man Will II. Hays and Secretary b. 
W. Henley, of the Republican state 
committee, the county chairmen of 
the Fourth congressional district met 
at North Vernon today and complet­ 
ed the district organization. 
Bert Morgan, of Greensburg, was 
elected chairman by unanimous vote. 
E. A. McAlpin, of Franklin, and Rob­ 
ert Swan, of Jefferson county, had 
been mentioned as probable candi­ 
dates but neither name was presented 
to the county chairmen. 
Morgan is 
an active Republican worker and will 
personally direct the affairs of the 
party in this district. 
A resolution endorsing Manly D. 
Wilson, of Madison, Republican can­ 
didate for congress from the Fourth 
district 
was 
approved. 
Another 
resolution approving the work done 
by Will Hays, state chairman, and 
L. W. Henley, state secretary, was 
enthusiastically endorsed. 
The con­ 
vention asked for the re-election of 
both Hays and Henley. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Judge John M. Lewis, district chair­ 
man. 
Immediately after the election 
of Morgan, Judge Lewis surrendered 
the chair after an address thanking 
the workers for their support and 
predicting Republican success in the 
coming campaign. 
A number of candidates were at 
tlie meeting and gave addresses. 
The county chairmen were named 
at the county meetings held Saturday 
as required by the new direct pri­ 
mary law. 
All parties are required 
to effect the district organization 
within thirty days after the primary 
election. 
The date for the organi­ 
zation meetings is fixed by the state 
organizations 
The Progressive district conven­ 
tion will be held at North Vernon 
next Saturday. 
The date for the 
Democratic convention in this district 
has not yet been fixed. 
However, it 
is understood that the call will he 
issued within a few days and that the 
meeting will be held in North Vernon. 
Marion Francis Griffiths, of Vevav, is 
\iistriet chairman, and it is likely that 
there will be several candidates in 
the field. 
In the district meeting only the 
county chairmen of the district have 
a voice in the election of the chair­ 
man and other officers to be named. 
Judge John M. Lewis, of this city, 
has served two terms as Republican 
district chairman, and was not a 
candidate for re-election this time on 
account of bis candidacy for the 
nomination for lieutenant-governor 
before the Republican state conven­ 
tion. 
Despite the fact that only 
county chairmen had a voice in the 
meeting the session at North Vernon 
was attended by a number of Re­ 
publicans who were enthusiastic over 
the results of the recent primary and 
wrho predicted a 
great 
Republican 
victorv in November.

at the barn. 
After 
the weapon 
was discharged 
and Otte fell to the floor one of the 
sons ran to the 
barn 
lot and in­ 
formed his motlu-r about what had 
happened. 
Upon reaching the house 
|>he summoned a physician who re­ 
sponded to the call immediately and 
on examination found the wounded 
man in a critical condition. Otte has 
not regained consciousness. 
Sunday afternoon >ome of OtteV 
relatives and friends called at hi> 
home to inquire about his condition. 
He has been suffering for the past 
few days with a severe case of the 
grippe and it is known that he was 
despondent. 
During his conversa­ 
tion with his callers Sunday lie ex­ 
pressed a fear that his illness might 
affect his 
mentality 
and remarked 
that he would 
rather 
die than be 
thus afflicted. 
It is said that he had 
been suffering some with his head due 
to the character of medicine he was 
taking for his ailment. 
It is thought 
that he worried about his condition 
believing himSelf to 
be 
in a much 
more serious condition than he really 
was. 
The bullet from the rifle entered 
Otte’s forehead just above the nose 
and between the eyes. 
It 
i s lodged 
in the region 
of 
the 
brain, it is 
thought, and for this reason there i s 
little chance of his recover}', 
lie 
was a successful 
fanner 
and ha- 
acquired considerable land in Bar­ 
tholomew county. 
He was a highly 
respected 
farmer 
and 
has 
many 
warm friends in this vicinity. 
Hi> 
brother, John Otte, is a resident of 
Hamilton township, near Cortland. 
Several years ago he suffered from 
mental trouble and i - receiving treat- 


j rnent in the North Madison hospital. 
Mr. Otte worried a great deal about 
his brothers condition, 
it is said, 
and this anxiety is believed to have 
been responsible for the undue alarm 
concerning himself.

A board of county commissioners 
is without authority to employ tax 
ferrets to discover sequestered taxes, 
according to Attorney General Stot- 
senburg, who has given an opinion 
on the subject to the state board of 
tax commissioners. 
It is said that 
such contracts have been entered in­ 
to in several counties of the state. 
At the auditor’s office today it was 
slated that “ferret-” are not em­ 
ployed in this cdhnty and that no 
such contracts had been entered into 
for the coming year. 
“The board of commissioners of 
a county lias no authority in con­ 
nection with the levying of 
taxes 
which would authorize it to euter into 
a contract for the performance of 
such services and certainly it can 
have no such authority, as would 
justify it paying for such services 
out of the funds of the city, town or 
township without their consent,” de­ 
clared the attorney general. 
“The duty of discovering property 
sequestered from taxation has been 
placed by law upon the county asses­ 
sor and the same can not be con­ 
tracted away,” continues the opinion. 
The attorney general summarized 
his opinion on the subject as follows: 
“My conclusion is that neither the 
board of county commissioners nor 
any other board h a s authority to en­ 
ter into a general contract for hunt­ 
ing up and giving information where­ 
by property seque-tered from tax ­ 
ation may be placed upon the tax 
duplicate, but that such 
duty 
is 
placed by law upon the county as­ 
sessor. 
“That if the power exi-t- in any 
board or officer to make such con­ 
tract, it can only be made in a speci­ 
fic case or cases to be designated in 
the contract and such cases must be 
ones in which it is not the duty of 
the county assessor or other taxing 
officers to act. 
“That if the power to make a con­ 
tract in such exceptional cases ex- 
i-ts, no part of the consideration 
therefor can be paid out of the funds 
of any city, town or township unless 
the proper authorities thereof have 
made an appropriation therefor; this, 
however, does not apply to the funds 
of the state. 
“That in no event is the power to 
make a contract in exceptional cases, 
to 
discover 
property 
sequestered 
from taxation, in the board of coun­ 
ty commissioners.” 
“I do not attempt to minimize the 
evils of withholding property, subject 
to assessment, from taxation,” con­ 
tinues the attorney general.

Hay of the House military committee 
with whom the proposed plan would 
originate discussed it.

Galeana, which gives its name to 
the neighboring district, is a small 
' town in Chihuahua, Mexico, about 
¡110 miles almost due south of El 
Paso. 
It i- nearly fifty miles west 
of the national Mexico railroad and 
within a day or two ride of the Mor­ 
mon colonists in the C ases Grandes 
district.

sentative Dyer, National Commander 
of the Spanish War Veterans, sent a 
request today to all state command­ 
ers to notify him how many men are 
j available for sendee in Mexico, if 
the President calls for volunteers. 
Dyer thinks he can raise 50,000 men. 
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of Mexico in the hope and confident 
expectation that by their mutual ef­ 
forts lawlessness will be radicated and 
peace and order maintained in the 
territories of the United States and 
Mexico contiguous to the internation­ 
al boundary.” 
Following a conference with the 
president in which the decision to 
make the reply as above outlined was 
reached, the secretary of state made 
this announcement: 
"In order to remove all apprehen­ 
sion that may exist, either in the Uni­ 
ted States or in Mexico, the president 
has authorized me to give in his name 
the public assurance that the military 
operations now in contemplation by 
this government will be scrupulously 
confined ‘ to the object already an­ 
nounced, and that in no circumstances 
will they be suffered to trench in any 
degree on the sovereignty of Mexico, 
or develop into intervention of any 
kind in the internal affairs of our sis­ 
ter republic. 
On the contrary what is 
now being done is deliberately intend­ 
ed to preclude the possibility of inter­ 
vention.”

Paris, March 14.—The first day of 
the fourth week in the battle of Ver­ 
dun was ushered in by greatly in­ 
creased artillery fire, both on the part 
of the Teutons and French. 
At night­ 
fall the big guns were still vying with 
one another without pause or abate­ 
ment. 
The day was monopolized by 
artillery and the clear weather was 
utilized by both sides for aerial recon- 
naisance work, which resulted in a 
number of battles, each side claiming 
to have brought down three machines. 
The day’s activity had all the signs 
of a prelude to a new phase in the 
contest for the great French barrier 
fortress. 
The German guns kept bat­ 
tering the French defenses north of 
the stronghold and on both sides of 
the Meuse. 
New infantry attacks are 
looked for. and the fact that for the 
first time since the battle began the 
Teuton artillery was directed simul­ 
taneously and continuously from all 
three sides, gives rise to the expecta­ 
tion that for the first time the crown 
prince will attempt to strike simul­ 
taneous blows by his infantry in a 
frontal and two flank attacks. 
There were, however, also signs of 
a French intention to launch a huge 
counter attack, particularly in 
the 
Woevre plain, where the French artil­ 
lery displayed unusual activity during 
the day. 
A new German infantry drive on the 
west bank of the Meuse is foreshad­ 
owed by a statement in the French 
official 
communique 
reporting 
the 
bombardment of German groups form­ 
ing “ between Forges and the Bois Des 
Corbeaux.” 
The fire was launched 
from Morte Homme, south of Bethin- 
court and the Bois De Bourns, due 
south of Chattancourt. 
The 
Germans 
here 
menace 
the 
northwestern triangle of outer Ver­ 
dun forts. 
They are expected to aim 
first at Morte Homme and the Cote 
De L’Oie. two stragetieal hills still in 
French hands and vital for the Ger­ 
mans 
to 
place 
their 
heavy 
guns 
against the Verdun forts in the north­ 
west. 
The French war office reports a 
successful attack in the Boise De 
Pretrie west of Pont A Mousson near 
the eastern extremity of the western 
battle line. 
The French w'rested 200 
yards of trenches from the Teutons 
in this region. 
It also tells of an un­ 
successful and costly German attack 
in upper Alsace. 
In Champagne the 
French bombarded the German posi­ 
tions near Maisons De Champagne and 
around the Navarin farm.

Could Not Sta nd to Be Ca lle d Boob 
a nd Infa nt. 
Valparaiso, Ind., March 14.—Fred 
W. Imme, twenty-six, a student, shot 
himself fatally in the presence of two 
school companions. 
An offensive let­ 
ter demanding the repayment of a 
loan of $5 is believed to have caused 
the young man to brood. 
Imme had been for four years a 
student in Valparaiso university. He 
was visiting C. E. Gersenger and Paul 
Klintenberg. 
The young men were 
conversing in Klintenberg’s room. 
Imme was reclining on a couch 
when he suddenly drew a revolver and 
fired. 
Imme carried $110 In bills and 
a letter from H. H. J ohnson of Chi­ 
cago demanding the payment of $f» .

The house leaders agreed that it 
would be impossible to accomplish the 
task ahead in so short a time, al­ 
though steps will be taken to hurry 
on with the work as rapidly as pos­ 
sible.

BIRD PROTECTION PRACTICAL 


Dollar-and-Cents 
Value 
to 
Now Recognized. 
Farmers 


The protection of birds has been put 
on a practical basis. 
The dollar-and- 
cents value of the feathered creatures 
to the American farmer and the coun­ 
try generally is now the basis of the 
bird protection movement in America.^ 
The man who has made it so is T. 
Gilbert Pearson, secretary of the Na­ 
tional 
Association of 
Audubon 
So­ 
cieties, New York City. 
For years bird protection was based 
on sentiment and sympathy. Now the 
bird protection movement is on a busi 
ness basis. 
For instance, the wires 
recently brought the news that the 
quail of Minnesota and Kansas were 
starving by thousands on account of 
deep snows. Pearson immediately tele­ 
graphed $200 to each state to buy grain 
to feed the quail and he secured per­ 
mission from the Postmaster General 
for the rural free delivery carriers to 
distribute 
it. 
On 
discovering that 
egret plumes were being smuggled in 
great number from Florida to New 
York City, he made a special trip to 
Washington and got the attorney gen­ 
eral of the Fnlted States after the 
plume pirates. 
Pearson is telling school children 
how to build bird houses and bring 
song birds back to the home. 
He is 
going after the negro in the South 
and foreigners in the North whose 
shotguns, he says, have decimated the 
former num ber of songsters. 
He is 
raising money to pay wardens to pro­ 
tect the birds where they breed and 
now is starting a movement to make 
the cemeteries of the country sanctu­ 
aries where birds may feel safe from 
hunters and prowling cats. He is also 
giving a little attention on the side 
to Tabby, as a bird destroyer. 
Pearson, from his office at 1974 
Broadway, New York City, is directing 
the 
bird 
protection 
movement 
in 
America. 
It is estimated he is sav­ 
ing the country many thousands of 
dollars a year by his practical meth­ 
ods.

and g randly flourishing cane, a m an of 
ex perience not only in battle, but in 
administering this same office under 
the Continental cong ress. 
The atto r­ 
ney g eneral was Edmund Randolph, 
who proved of w eaker moral fiber than 
the others. 
Jefferson was the strong opposiu 
personality of the administration. 
He 
had little patience with General Knox , 
whom he called “a man of parade,” 
and lie and Hamilton q uarreled almost 
daily upon every conceivable topic, for 
Hamilton, Federalist to the core by 
instinct and conviction, became as In­ 
evitably spokesman for the party in 
power. 
Even Washing ton could not preserve 
harmony in such a cabinet, and before 
the end of his first term both Hamilton 
and Jefferson resig ned. Afterward the 
president had still g reater difficulty 
with his council. 
Ills critics taunted 
him with being able to g et only second 
rate men to till their places, and Vice 
President Adams asserted that it was 
this, not hig h devotion to principle, 
that caused him to refuse a third term. 
But Adams was neither g enerous nor 
alway s just in his estim ate of others.—

TRAGEDY OF A GLACIER. 


H o w One of the Victim s Cam e to Have 
T w o Funerals. 
In the cemetery at Goschenen in Swit­ 
zerland a strang e burial took place at 
the end of the nineteenth century . The 
coffin, a small one, decently and decor 
ouslv consig ned to earth, contained 
part of a human leg , a boot, some 
shreds of clothing and 1 franc, 50 
centimes of Swiss money . The unusual 
ceremony was the concluding chapter 
of a sad history that beg an on the 
j 
Rhone g lacier eig hteen y ears before. 
In the sum m er of 1882 the burg omas- j 
ter of Goschenen and two friends un- { 
dertook the ascent of the g lacier. 
All 
three lost their lives, and the bodies 
were found a week later frozen stiff. 
That of the burg omaster was stuck 
fast in a crevasse, and in drag g ing it 
forth the frozen rig ht leg broke off 
like a snapped icicle and fell Into the 
blue depths of the fissure. 
The poor 
mutilated body was laid aw ay in the 
cemetery with every honor, for the 
may or had been g reatly loved and re­ 
spected In his little community . 
The peasants say “Seven y ears the 
g lacier g rows, seven y ears she melts,” 
and in melting she honestly bring s 
to the mouth of her river all that has 
fallen down her icy blue throat—a be­ 
lief that, althoug h partly fanciful, con 
tains much that is true. 
By this 
strang e operation of nature the leg of 
the may or of Goschenen came to lig ht 
after eig hteen y ears. 
The l» oot. was 
still on the foot; some rag s of clothing 
clung to the leg ; even the trifling sum 
of money in the unfortunate man’s 
trousers pocket was honestly returned 
by the g lacier, which keeps nothing not 
its own. 
After eig hteen y ears the leg was 
buried beside its master. 
The trag ic 
pathos of its recovery robbed the oc- 
curance of all absurdity .—Ex chang e.

to hide certain nasty tastes in medi­ 
cines they g ive to children. 
From the sap of the tree is brewed 
the drink called birch beer; so, y ou see. 
this tree is a confection shop in itself 
and deserves a place in that fairy land 
forest with the sug ar plum tree and 
the others, 
its name is black birch. 
It lias another name, cherry birch, 
named thus because the smooth bark 
looks like the bark of the cherry tree. 
It is dark brown in color and comes 
off in lay ers. 
Beneath this lay er Is 
the inner bark, which contains the 
flavor. 
An old black birch tree has a roug h 
bark covering its trunk, but the smooth 
bark alway s covers the limbs. 
If y ou 
want to be sure of its identity break 
off a twig and chew It 
Y’ou’ll never 
mistake the flavor. 
Even the leaves, which are ovate 
and have prominent veins, 
bear a 
spicy flavor. 
Early in the spring , be­ 
fore the leaves appear, the tree is cov­ 
ered with y ellowish catkins. 
About 
Juue the fruit appears in the shape 
of cones. 
When these cones are ripe 
they separate into tiny nuts with nar 
row wing s and scatter to the four 
winds. 
Birch distilleries are still more or 
less 
common 
in 
mountain 
reg ions 
where the tree la plentiful. 
The win­ 
terg reen oil obtained from the bark is 
valuable. 
The wood is hard and Is 
sometimes used for furniture.—Phila­
